AERIAL ATTACK. | 


EXPERIMENTS BY UNITED 
STATES NAVY. 


The United States Navy, which 
maintains its own Aviation Service, 
js at the moment, says the Morning 
Post, engaged in a series of interesting 
experiments in connection with 
aerial attack on warships. Numer- 
ous targets have been provided, 
which, in addition to ex-German sub- 
marines and destroyers, include the 
battleships “Ostfriesland” aad 
“Towa” The experiments were 
initiated by a comparative trial be- 
trveen destroyer attack on. the sub- 
marine by gunfire, and aerial_ attack, 
also on a submarine. It is 
reported that as a result of this 
trial aircraft sank the ex-German 
submarine U117 in 16 minutes, using 
12 bombs ;‘whereas five destroyers, 
attacking a smaller submarine, took 
24 minutes to sink her, firing 40 
rounds, The targets were, of course, 
stationary. 

In the attack on the ex-German 
battleship “ Ostfriesland” and light 
cruiser /“Frackfurt,” the Army 
Aviation Services is co-cperating with 
the Navy. Bombs up to two thou: 
sand pouncs in weight are being 
used against these two vessels, and 
it is the intention to continue the 
attack until the ships—which will be 
stationary in deep water—are sunk. 
The obsolete battleship “ Alabama” 
is also being barded over to the 
Army as a target. 

The greatest interest naturally 
centres round the attack on the 
“Yowa"’. The programme srrang- 
ed was most comprehensive. and 
realistic, The “Iowa” 1s fitted for 
wireless control and was to have 
marceuvred at high speed during the 
attack. The experiments were to 
have commenced with 2 search pro- 
blem, having as its object the locating 
of the “Jowa,” which, starting from a 
point well to seaward of the Virginia 
coast, was to steam shorewards. 

_| Airships and seaplanes were detailed 
for the search. When located the 
“Iowa” was to be attacked by special 
bombing planes using dummy bombs 
only, as the is required for further 
experiments, 

WIRELESS CONTROL. 


The method by which the “Iowa” 
js controlled is most ingenious. A 
few men are left on board to start the

In case the receiving apparatus on 
board the controlled ship becomes 
out of gear, a safety device is 
provided in the ‘shape of a time 
Clock, which, after @ certain interval 
has elapsed since no signals have 
been received, aitomatically shuts 
down everything and brings the 
suip to rest. we 

This is, of course, not the first 
occasion on which wireless control 
bas been used, but, as science ad- 
vances, it opens out great possibilities 
in the realm.of realistic experiment. 
One thing, however, will always be 
lacking—the intangible factor of the 
human element, in attack or defence, 
on the other side. Especially in 
aerial attack under peace conditions 
is it difficult to estimate the effect of 
an active defence.

HOT FLINTS TO BOIL WATER. 


A Stone Age “ communal kitchen” 
has been discovered. in Buckenham 
Tofts Park, Norfolk. 

Excavation revealed 2 mass of 
thousands of the fiints known as 
“ pot-boilers.” The sun-baked earth- 
enware of our ancestors would not 
stand fire, so heated flints bad to be 
thrown into the water to raise it to 
boiling point.

IMPRISONMENT THE REMEDY. 


A London correspondent writes. A 
year ago the pilferage evil here at the 
London docks had reached enormous 

portions, ‘Three of four cases 
daily appeared at.the Thames Police 
Court. “With menotonous regularity 
the - plea was advanced that the 
accused Was a first cffender; had 
been for many years in the company’s 
employ; was always .an exemplary 
charzcter; had succumbed 10 sudden 
temptation, and soon. Thé. s*ipen- 
diary Magistraye, Mr. Cairns, had his 
doubts: but, tempering justice with 
mercy, either let the offender off or 
imposed a light fine. All in vain. 
Tre evil grew until, at I have said, 
pitferage cates cane to be regirded 
as al) in a day's work. 

Mr. Cairns is one of thise entigh-

Tam to assure your committee in 
the first place that the masters and 
officers of the merchant service are 
animated with a full sense of their 
responsibilities in respect to the car 
goes carried in their ships, respon- 
sibllities which they have always 
endeavoured to discharge with the 
utmost zeal and loyalre to their 
owners and which they continue ta 
fulGl in every possible way But | 
am to say that it is impossible for 
{them ta do more than what can 
! reasonably or humanly be expected 
| of them. 

As your committee will agree, these 
masters and officers have multifarious’ 
duties to pertorm in’connection with 
the business and -the running of their 
ships quite irrespective of their 
responsibilities regarding cargo. 

In an enormous number of vessels 
the number of officers carried is 
hosvelessly inadequate even = fer 
Purposes of work at sea, musi iess 
any attempt at efficient and «fective 
supervision of cargo in port. 

Your com mittee will be fullv aware 
of the fact that in the majoriry of 
what are known as general trading 
vessels, ‘otherwise “tramps,” two 
officers enly are carried where, day 
by day, Saturdays and Suneays 
included, it means an officer being 
involved at sea in no less than one 
hundred hours’ duty per week. In 
the better class vessels three officers 


—| are carried, but, even in thease, it 


means seventy hours’ duty per .week 
atsea. Naturally on reaching port 
the masters and officers of m:rchant 
sh'ps very reasonably and rightly ex: 
pect that they should be given 
adequate and corplete relief from 
cu'y for purposes of recreation and 
relaxation. 

They are fully prepared in every 
way to co-operate in bringing about 
Still greater efficiency and 10 take 
what part they can in preventing 
pilferage, though 1 am to say that 
they are not prepared to accept addi- 
tional responsibilities which are tanta 
Mount to sugcesting that fo some 
extent they have been lacking in their 
responsibilities in the past. 

The fact is, tn put it briefly, that 
British ships are not sufficiently 
officered, and this is one of the main 
reasons why shipowners, under- 
writers and cargo owners are siffer~ 
ing such great losses. 


PILFERAGE OF CARGOES. 


The Royal Commission on thk 
Pil‘erage of Cargoes has prepzred its 
report, and when the full document 
is available it should make interesting 
reading. So far it is stated thar the 
Commission has held that “ responsi- 
bility rests with exporters, shipping 
companies, and wharf authorities for 
lax supervision, and with the labour 
i unions for having made no effort to 
check thieving.” Reference has been 
made on several occasions to the 
measures that have been adopted 
both by traders ‘and by shipping 
companies to check this evil, some of 
which have proved very successful, 
and which are to be continued in the 
hope of further minimising the heavy 
losses which have occurred within the 
last year or two. One of the least 
ways of stamping out pilfering is but 
sparingly exercised—the proper 
punishment of such offenders as may 
be caught. Fines are not a bit of use. 
One London magistrate, at least, has 
found that his poticy of sending 
delinquents of this kind to jail 
without the option of a fine has had 
the very best results. Other 
Magistrates please copy.
